Women’s hockey team steps in 
for Chinese national team in Lake Placid, N.Y. 


The U.S. national women’s hockey team called the Concordia hockey office last 
Thursday with a rather unusual and desperate request. Would the Stingers please 
come to Lake Placid, N.Y., and play the U.S. national team on both Saturday and 
Sunday night. It seems the Americans were supposed to play China's national team in 
Lake Placid on the weekend. The Chinese had trouble with their visas and cancelled at 
the last minute. Therefore, the Stingers were invited to Lake Placid as last-minute 
yeplacements. 

“It's unfortunate that we weren't able to face China, but we appreciate the fact that 
Concordia and coach (Les) Lawton eagerly stepped in to fill this two-game series on our 
schedule,” said U.S. head coach Ben Smith. “Concordia represents excellence in 
Canadian women’s college ice hockey, and | am certain our players benefitted from 
having this opportunity to play against this outstanding team.” 

The first night the Americans showed no mercy, defeating Concordia 10-0. Former 
Stingers Cammi Granato and Karyn Bye each picked up a goal against their old team- 
mates. The Stingers played the match without two of their top players, sniper Corinne 
Swirsky and captain Kari Colpitts. 

The second game on Sunday night was entirely different. The U.S. national team 
won 4-2, and this time Swirsky and Colpitts were in the lineup. Swirsky and rookie Tara 
Campbell scored for the Stingers. Also, in this game, coach Les Lawton called upon 
Jessika Audet to start in nets. She faced a barrage of shots as the Americans out shot 
Concordia 76-14. 

“Jessika stood on her head,” said Lawton. “She played great. Let me tell you, 
they’re probably still talking about her in Lake Placid.”

The Laval Rouge et Or used a strong running game to knock off the No. 9-ranked 
Concordia Stingers 38-19 before 3,072 fans at PEPS Stadium in Quebec City on Sunday after- 
noon. 

Led by Hugues Harvey, the Rouge et Or backfield ran for 266 yards and four touch- 
downs. Harvey carried nine times for 54 yards and two touchdowns. Stéphane Lefebvre car- 
ried the ball 11 times for 69 yards and a major. Fabrice Akué ran up 84 yards on nine carries, 
while Nicolas Parent had five carries for 56 yards. 

Quarterback Bernard Tremblay completed 11 out of 29 passes for 89 yards. Overall, 
Laval had a net offence of 355 yards and 20 first downs. 

Defensively, J.P. Robitaille had two interceptions, one of which he took back 60 yards 
for a TD. we. | 
The Stingers stuggled offensively, putting up just 261 yards of offence, 74 of which came 
when kicker Dave Miller-Johnston picked up his own blocked punt and took it back for a touch- 
down. Receiver Sylvain Girard also accounted for a good portion of the offence. He caught 
three passes for 106 yards and a TD, his fifth this season.
